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FIFTH SENI-MONTHLY 
CROP AND LIVE 
STOCK REPORT 


Edmonton, June 30th, 1920. 


Crop conditions at the opening of 
July call for more than common em- 
phasis. A brief review of the seas- 
On’s progress would take account of: 
Fine general moisture conditions over 
the province at the opening of spring; 
a later seeding than usual chiefly due 
to plentiful moisture. A fairly satis- 
factory conclusion of grain seeding 
owing to the supplementing of horse 
stock with handy tractors. The oc- 
currence of limiting factors in South- 
ern Alberta consisting of the partial 
blowing of sixty thousand acres north 
of Lethbridge, some damage by cut- 
worms in the same area, some threat- 
ened damage by grasshoppers’ south 
of Lethbridge and slight droughts on 
the Calgary-Saskatoon line. 


LIBERAL RAINS 


Moisture conditions continue to be 
wholly favourable. Good rains have 
occurred over the whole of the prov- 
ince during the past two weeks sub- 
ject to slight delay in the blown area 
which needed it worst. Recently rains 
have occurred in this area also and 
there is going to be some revival of 
injured crop in this district. 


CROP WELL ROOTED 


Temperatures as might be expected 
during the period of liberal precipita- 
tion have not been high. This is not 
a drawback to the experienced Alber- 
ta farmer. The wheat and oats have 
been getting well established for 
heavy fruitage. Fat cereals are not 


made in tropical fields. Following the | 


establishment of the crop, warm 
weather has now set in and the growth 
is extremely rapid. Some of the 
spring wheat, both in Central and 
Southern Alberta, has reached a 
height of twenty inches. Oats are in 
all stages of growth from grain crop 
covering the ground heavily to green 
feed just standing through the soil, 
but in every case the crops are turgid, 
and young shoots almost transparent 
with moisture. At the beginning of 
the season cond?tions were reported 
to be the best for five years and sub- 
ject to very slight discount the  pro- 
gress of the crop carries on the same 
promise. a 
The provincial government has 
made careful provision for meeting 
the grasshopper trouble and a general 
organizition-to fight the pest has been 
promptly carried out and supplies of 
poisoned bait have been made avail- 
able. Besides appearing in the i 
trict be‘ween Lethbridge and (:rJ- 
ston, grasshoppers have occur: :] as 
far north as Stavely. Damac: from 
cutworms is worst arour inchant, 
and is serious within > ‘.nited area. 
The only part of 4° Province which 
appeared to suffer fre-a drought was 
the area tributary to Youngstown on 
the Calear- iskatoon line. Two 
weeks oo: ary weather was affecting 
t'. .:op in this area to some extent 
hit showers have partially relieved 
this trouble. - 
The Peace River country, which ap- 
peared to be unduly slow early in the 
- season, is now favoured with warm 
weather and crops are coming along 
well.

The appellate diviston of the s 
preme .court have held that the 
legislation passed by the provincial 
government with regard to the im- 
port into and export out of Alberta 
of liquor is ultra vires ofthe powers 
of the local house. ‘ 

The court divided eqhally after 
hearing the arguments presented by 
A. H. Clarke, K.C., for the attorney- 
general; G. A. Walker, K.C., for , the 
Dominion Express -Co., and <A. A. 
McGillivray, K.C., for the Gold Seal 
Liquor Co., and the case was re- 
argued on Wednesday in Edmonton, 
before Hon. Mr. Justice Hyndman, 
who has handed down a decision 
agreeing with the finding of Justices 
Beck and Ives that the act is beyond 
the powers of the local house. 

The decision of the appellate court 
was received with rejoicing by the 
liquor interests in Calgary today. 
For the past two weeks the various 
wholesale liquor men have becn 
“marking time,” though they had 
taken the precaution to have re- 
vised price lists ready for mailing 
should the decision be favorable. 

The stocks of liquor which were 
on hand when the closing order came 
into effect remain intact in the re- 
spective warehouses, while huge quan- 
tities are ready at Winnipeg for 
immediate shipment to Calgary to 
meet the expected heavy demand. 

The decision of the court means 
that importation of liquor into the 
province will be continued as before 
the recent legislation. Hundreds of 
orders for points in British Colum- 
bia and Saskatchewan are in the 


hands of local wholesalers, and the] 


next few days will doubtless be busy 
ones in this line.

He never spared himself during the 
years when the best blood of our 
young nation was being offered up as 
a sacrifice on the fields of Flanders 
for liberty and justice. And now 
shattered in health, when peace reigns 
once more, and our people are slowly 
forgetting the sorrow and agony of 
those days, he is compelled himself 
to retire from active service. May a 
kind Providence spare him for many 
years yet of valuable service to his 
country, is the devout wish of the 
people of Canada.

MINDING OUR OWN BUSINESS 


—— 


Under this heading, a” leading jour- 
nal of Minneapolis has the ‘following 
pertinent remarks to make which 
foes to show that the thinking men 
across the life are pondering well 
the future possibilities of the great 
‘republic: : 

The United States is a great Power, 
perhaps the strongest in the world 
potentially if not actually, certainly 
having but a single peer, the British 
Empire. : 

When Washington wrote his fare- 
well address, whose advice concern- 
ing foreign relations has‘ long affect- 
ed American polity, the United Stat- 
es was a minor power, with less than 
five million people, and possessing 
small wealth. In a” world of big fish 
Washington was solicitous to give the 
little fish opportunity and time to 
grow. . 

The policy he recommended was 
admirably conceived to make the 
most of the advantage of physical 
{fsolation for a struggling Republic, 
whose bricks were scarcely set in the 
federal mortar and whose every re- 
source needed to. be conserved. The 
policy has served the United States 
well, until the Republic has grown 
into one of the greatest Powers on 
earth, and cow finds itself in a world 
wholly unlike what it ever was beforn. 

To mind our own business, might be 
deemed the quintessence of Washing: 
ton’s counsel. But to mind our own 
business in 1800 was different entire- 
ly and much easier than minding our 
own business in 1920. What is 
America‘s business today? What 
concerns us vitally? Perhaps the 
answer can better be obtained by ask- 
ing what is not our business? 

Armenia is not, we answer flatly. 
But no such flat negative can be assur- 
ed concerning some European and 
Asiatic affairs. Each case as it pre- 
sents itself can be judged on _ its

OFFICIAL STATEMENT OF 
THE HISTORICAL CAUCUS 


The following statement was issued 
tonight by Sir Robert Borden: 

“The supporters of the government 
hmet in caucus this morning at half 
past ten o’clock and continued in ses- 
sion until one. They met again this 
afternoon at,half past four and con- 
tinued in session until seven. 

“From first to last the spirit of the 
caucus was magnificent and inspiring. 
With practical unanimity the decision 
was reached to stand together and, by. 
united effort,to maintain stable gov- 
ernment. There was a very fran 
and full discussion of all the subjects 
considered, and every member who 
spoke expressed his perfect confidence 
in the government and his pride in 
its record. 

“It was decided that the supporters 
of the government should unite them- 
selves into a party to be known as 
‘the National Liberal and Conserva- 
tive party. The policy of the party, 
which had been considered and’ ap- 
proved at previous meetings, was 
finally adopted and is now given to 
the public. At the forenoon meeting 
the prime minister addressed the cau- 
cus at some length. He reviewed ‘the 
circumstances which led to the for- 
mation of the present administration; 
he emphasized the supreme purpose 
which brought together men who had 
formerly opposed each other in the 
political firena, he dwelt upon the 
fulfillment of its pledges and he des- 
cribed the conditions whjch confront- 


ed members and supporters of the |* 


government upon the conclusion of 
peace. 
REGRET OF THB PREMIER 


The prime minister expressed to 
the caucus his deep regret at long 
absence enforced by fil-health and he 
explained the circumstances under 
which, at the earnest solicitations of 
his colleagues, he had decided, at the 
beginning of the year, to test the effects 
of a prolonged respite from work. In 
the end he announced his inability to 
gustain longer the very heavy bur- 
dens and vast responsibilities im- 
posed upon him as prime minister 
and he asked the members of the 
caucus to give him the honorable dis- 
charge to which he felt he was entitL 
ed. 

A full summary of the prime min- 
fster’s address will be given to the 
press tomorrow. Sir Robért Borden 
‘was very ‘deeply moved by the tribute 
of affection and esteem which was 
given to him in overflowing measure 
by the great gathering of senators and 
aremibers: and he acknowledged, with 
|deep feeling, the unanimous resolu- 
‘\tion of appreciation of his service 


and regret at his approaching retire- | 


ment. 
SELECTION OF NEW LEADER 


The arrangements proposed for the 
selection of a new leader were regard- 
ed as entirely satisfactory and were 
unanimously approved by the caucus. 
It is anticipated that these arrange- 
ments will not occasion any serious 
delay in the choice of a successor, 
who, of course, cannot commence his 
duties until after the formal resigna- 
tion of Sir Robert has taken place, 
nor until the name has been submit- 
ted to his excellency the governor- 
general and had been approved by 
him. 

The question of organization war 
also taken into consideration and ‘:n- 
portant steps with regsrt ‘*-reto 
were discussed with a view tu having 
them carried ivto effect with the 
least poccible delay., 

Ths government and {ts supporters 
‘dil not fail to remember that their 
gathering was held on our great na- 
tional anniversary, the day which 
more than half a century ago, wit- 
nessed the birth of the nation. It is 
a happy omen that on this day the 
two groups which united three years 
ago in solemn determination to serve 
a supreme national. purpose have 
associated themselves in renewed and 
united effort for a like purpose. 

When Mr. Rowell rose to addregs 
the caucus he was greeted with a re- 
markable demonstration of enthusi- 
asm and esteem. He stated that he
